The bloated Mississippi swelled up 
almost to Its brim along a 600-mile 
stretch from Cairo, 111., to the Gulf 
Wednesday.

The biggest storm of the winter 
continued without letup In New 
Englapd. 
Road conditions were 
hazardous and many schools closed. 
The storm was expected to dump at 
least a foot of fresh snow. 
Ktorm Cause 17 Heath* 
Sleet and snow storms in the Mid­ 
west and East were blamed for at 
least 17 deaths In 46 hours — mostly 
from overexertion In snow or traffic 
mishaps. 
Several Mlssiwlppl River tributar­ 
ies already are running wild. 
Some 650,090 acres of East Central 
Louisiana lowlands have been flood­ 
ed by backwaters that drove 1.400 
families from tlieir homes. 
Other lowland residents have fled 
to higher ground In Southeast Miss­ 
ouri where flooded conditions along 
the St. Francis River were serious.

above flood level at several points 
in Mississippi. 
Levee System Intact 
But the vast Mississippi River 
levee system still Is intact and above 
water. 
One of the most hopeful signs is 
that the fat Ohio and Mis.sls.sippl

their crest at their Junction at Cairo. 
Thew ater reached 55J feet here 
—highest mark this year. However, 
the Weather Bureau predicted a 
tenth of a foot drop in the next 24 
hours. 
Skies cleared over much of the 
Ohio and Upper Mississippi River 
valleys, easing the immediate threat.

W ASHINGTON. Peb. 15 UP)—The 
average length of life In the United 
States has increased to 67.2 years, 
the highest figure on record, the 
Federal Security Agency announced 
today. 
The agency’s Office of Vital Sta­ 
tistics based its calculation on 1948 
m ortality figures. The 1947 average 
life was 66.8 years. 
The agency also reported that the 
decline In the death rat# since 1940 
has been greatest — more than 40 
per cent—for children frcwi one to 
four years of age. 
It is still comparatively high—35 
out of 1,000—for Infants under one 
year, compared with 96 in 1,000 for 


all ages, 1.6 for children one to four, 
and 0.7 for ages five to 14. 
Death rates for other age groups: 
15-24. 1.4; 25-34. 2; 25-44, 4; 45-54, 
9; 55-64, 19.4 ; 65-74, 44 ; 75-84. 96 3; 
85 and over, 247.1. “ Beginning with 
the age decade 35-44, the declines In 
the death rate since 1940 grow 
smaller with advancing age," the 
agency said. 
“In every group the death rates 
for males are higher than those for 
females, and except for the age 
groups over 75, they arc higher for 
the non-white population than for 
the white population."

The philosophy that money cannot be saved is 
so enrrenched In Washington that it extends to 
O orem m ^t .services The <mly answer the Adminis­ 
tration hAs to an unbalanced budget Is to raise taxes. 
The only answer the Post Office Department has to 
its deficit Is to Increase postal rates. 
A few days ago the House passed a bill to raise 
the rates on postrard.s. second-clajui matter, printed 
matter, parcel pfwit. special delivery, registered mail, 
insured mall, and C O D mall. The bill. If passed, 
by the Senate and made law. would raise about $131,- 
750 000 a year. It would also put the burden directly 
on the public. The penny postal, among other things 
would be a thing of the past. 
But look at the Poict Office Department. Accord­ 
ing to the Hoover Commis«ton report It Is operating 
cm antiquated and expensive bu.'^ine.ss methods with 
a bookkeeping system that Is meaningless.

To the best of our 
knowledge, a cavity repre.sents a spot 
where acid has eroded the enamel 
This acid forms from fermenting 
*tigars that have been acted upon 
by bacteria in the mouth. 


The 
greatest 
damage 
Is 
done 
apparently during the first 15 min­ 
utes after eating. The parts of ttie 
teeth that are mo.st vulnerable are 
the crevices, fissures, and the sur­ 
faces in contact with the adjoining 
teeth. To prevent decay, theoretic­ 
ally all that is needed is to stop this 
chain of events by eliminating or 
neutralizing one of the participants. 
Brushing the teeth, for example, re­ 
moves food particles and, in so doing, 
robs bacteria of a chance to produce 
fermentation. On good authority, 
this method is one of the best, es­ 
pecially when performed faithfully 
Immediately after eating. On the 
other hand, if the results are to be 
satisfactory, it has to be done prop­ 
erly. All areas mu.st be cleansed 
and in definite order so that none 
win be missed. The uppers should 
be brushed first with a downward 
stroke and the lowers with an up­ 
ward motion. The grinding regions 
deserve psrtlcuiar care. 
The rate of decay can be cut by 
consuming less sugar and starches. 
The diet also is Important in build­ 
ing 
healthy 
teeth 
because 
the 
stronger the enamel, the better able 
the structure Is to withstand the 
effect of the acid. Fluorine is one of 
the newer prophyiactlc agents now 
being used in many parts of the 
country. TTiis element makes teeth 
more reslsUihf to the cavity-pro­ 
ducing acids but, to be effective, 
it must be employed during the 
period in which the teeth are de­ 
veloping — before the age of 16. 
The product Is Incorporated Into 
diinking water or applied to the 
teeth at Intwwals by the dentist.

These substances are in­ 
corporated into tooth powdcr.s or 
pastea and act like antiseptics in 
that they ie.s.sen the number of or­ 
ganisms in the mouth. Prelim inary 
studies have been promising but how 
successful the end result will be, 
only time w ill tell. Meanwhile, the 
dentists are still in business and 
It is most important that treat­ 
ment of the smalie.st area of decay 
be sought as soon as poR.sible.

W A SH IN G TO N — The big Dem- 
ocra tic dinner in Washington to­ 
night contrasts sharply with the Re­ 
publican box supper 10 days ago. It 
w ill be the biggest banquet in the 
history of the world — even bigger 
than the banquet once given to 
Julius Caesar. If the Democrats are 
smart, however, the contrasts w ill 
be a red flag of warning. 


The Democratic dinner costs 1100 
per plate — not a bad idea to raise 
political money. But what's happen­ 
ing is that the fat-cats who once 
backed up the Republicans now flock 
to the Democrats, for a very simple 
reason: The Democrats have power. 
In other words, included among 
the guests tonight will he a few

Democratic Eat-C’at 


Tliustratlon of how

ne.ss was the contribution of popular 
B ill

dinner. At that dinner. Pawley took 
four tables. Cost; $4,000. 
Pawley, a great friend of Bob 
Hannegan, made a big killing after 
the war when he bought surplus 
planes from the British in China, 
turned round and sold them to the 
Chine.se. Since Pawley made the 
deal outside the U. S. A., it wa.s tax 
free so he raked in a hand.some 
profit. 
More recently, Pawley has been 
pulling wires to help the Nationalist 
Chinese to whom he sold these 
planes. A good Democrat, high in 
p arty. councils, his expensive four 
tables at the W aldorf dinner may 
have had no business motive. And 
it should be noted in fairness that 
if Pawley tried to use political Influ­ 
ence with 'Truman and Acheson re 
China, it didn’t work. 


MIracle-Man Hoiineiibrrf 


When Charles Luck man, the de­ 
posed czar of Lever Brothers' soap 
empire, raps the gavel at the big 
Democratic dinner tonight, it will 
be a triumph for a roly-poly little 
man with a high-buttoned coat sit­ 
ting in the audience. 
He is public-relations expert Ben 
Sonnenberg. who has achieved a 
publlc-relatlon* miracle by having 
two of his prot4»ges chairman the 
two big Democratic dinners. In fact, 
it’s got so that when the Democrats 
hold a dinner they figure on "Menus 
by Oscar" and “diairm en by Son­ 
nenberg.’’ 
The last New York dinner, which 
netted the Democrats more than 
$250,000, was presided over by earthy 
Tom Morgan, the North Carolina 
boy who rose to be head of Sperry 
Gyroscope and who, like Luckman, 
Is a client of Sonnenberg's. 
To understand how the amazing 
Mr. Sonnenberg was able to perform 
this miracle of putting his clients In 
front of ttie 8î>eaker.s’ stand twice in 
a row, you have to understand the 
gentleman him.self. And even his 
wife says that is difficult. 
Ccxning to this country from Po- 


land as a boy. Ben never has for­ 
gotten his humble beginnings, re­ 
minds his friends that his grand­ 
father was a rabbi and his father a 
pu.shcart peddler. 
Ben represents some of the big­ 
gest corporations in the country— 
Texas Oil, J. S. Bache of W all 
Street, 
Remington - Rand, 
Philip 
Morris and Lever Brothers. But he 
has a heart of gold and never 1« 
too busy to help out the nonpaying 
little fellow. 
Though he takes good care of his 
clients, he is brutally frank in talk­ 
ing about himself, and once ex­ 
plained his high stiff collar and 
tight-fitting coat this way: " I choee 
my clothes because I knew that 
wherever I went, people would say, 
’Who in Ood’s name is that?' 
**I don’t care what they say about 
me,'* adds Sonnenberg, "Just so 
they remember me." It Isn't the 
clothes that make the man, however. 
It ’s the fact that he delivers. 


Travesty On JtisUee 
Tomorrow a trial opens in Hun­ 
gary. the trial of an American who 
has had no chance to consult coun­ 
sel, see his friends or have any 
contact with the outside world. 
During the trial of those accused 
of the Reifchstag fire, Adolf Hitler 
permitted defense counsel and fore­ 
ign observers to be pre.sent. But the 
high-handed operations of officials 
in satellite countries are far worse 
than anything perpetrated by H it­ 
ler, as witness the arrest of Robert 
Vogeler, matmger of Internatlonal 
Telephone and Telegraph, im pri­ 
soned in Hungary for three long 
months.

Use Of Taxpayers' Money 
To Keep Food Prices High

T 


h e Department of Agriculture 
continues its practices about 
price support of farm crops. It 
continues and It plans more. 
The 
Department right 
now 
is 
energetically building and Iea.Hing 
more storage facilities so as to be 
able to buy more wheat, corn and 
other grains. It has before Congress 
a request for $2.000.000,000 of addi­ 
tional funds to carry on its whole 
program of price support for a score 
of crops from cotton to dried beans. 
This in addition to over $3,500,000.- 
000 already laid out for crops which 
the Department still has on hand. 
The Department continues to buy 
dried eggs. 
During one week in 
February it bought 1,826,000 pounds, 
and since January it has bought 
nearly 7.000,000 pounds. 
This al­ 
though the Department already has 
on hand some 62.000,000 jjounds It 
bought In 1949 and some 10,000,000 
pounds bought in 1948. Even as to 
potatoes the n«*partment has not 
been deterred by the recent public 
outcry about its practices In sup­ 
porting potato prices. It continues 
buying potatoe.s at prices such as 
$1.46 a hundredweight and, in order 
to get rid of them, selling them at 
one cent a hundredweight. 
A New Development 


Yet within the Truman adminis­ 
tration there Is a new develoixnent. 
Mr. Truman last week conferred 
with the Democratic party leaders 
in Congress who have most to do 
w ltli price sup)K)rt legislation. 
It 
seems plain that Mr. Truman recog­ 
nizes what has already been recog­ 
nized and spoken in Congress, a 
po.ssiblllty that the whole structure 
of price supiwrt may break down, 
partly through public resentment 
against it, partly through its own 
costliness and cumbersomenes.s. 
From the Administration view­ 
point, this poKslblllly Is a danger to 
be averted. Mr. Trunuin in his 1948 
Presidential 
campaign 
promised 
continuation of price support and 
more of it; and a speclflc promise 
M r, Truman made, government pro­ 
vision of storage facilities for grain, 
accounted for his carrying the Mid- 
West farm states which made the 
margin of victory for him. He can 
hardly afford to see price support 
break down. This forecasts exciting 
discussion of the political aspects 
of it. 
But the discussion will go 
deeper than politics. 
W hat we are about to see, in 
Congress and throughout the coun­ 
try, Is a focusing of thought upon 
what price support is. the whole of 
it and the nature of it. The public 
IntiTe.st that has so far been- stirred 
has come from specific examples 


that were glaring yet fragmentary. 
W e are now likely to .see such a 
spread of public Information, and 
such an Intentness of thought as 
will go deep into price support as 
an economic philosfiphy and an at­ 
tribute of government. 
This will 
bring up what the pnuponents of 
price support might regard as prin­ 
ciples, but under examination with 
the benefit of experiences are likely 
to turn out to be fallacies. 
Price support Is described, in th« 
statutes and in the practices ac­ 
companying it, as price support of 
farm crops. It is as this that it 
has made its apiieai to farmers. But 
enlightment will see that keeping 
up the prices paid to farmers is 
also the keeping up of prices paid by 
con.siimers. 


Word "Buying" A Misnomer 


The very word "buying,” as used 
In price support, is a ml.snomer. As 
an economic term, in common sense 
and in reason, a buyer is one who 
has u.se for what he buys. But in 
price support the government aa 
buyer does not buy for any use it 
has; it buys for the purpose of keep­ 
ing up prices, and, after buying, is 
hard pressed to find uses for what 
it has bought. In the case of pota- 
cs, representatives of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture have frankly 
suggested that destruction would be 
the cheapest method of getting rid 
of potatoes it has on hand. Again, 
a normal buyer seeks low prices; 
but the government as buyer Itself 
fixes an artificially high price, it 
buys precisely for the purpose of 
making prices 
higher than 
they 
would otherwise be. 
On occasions, the government has 
dumped what It has bought, in .some 
cases selling at prices less than 1 
per cent of what it paid. But never 
is the dumping permitterl to be to 
the advantage of hoti.sewife consum­ 
ers of food. When the Department 
of 
Agriculture 
sold 
potatoes 
to 
farmers for livestock feed It stipu­ 
lated that they must not go into use 
as human foitd. This ts inherent in 
the philosophy of price support and 
a.s to some crops is provided in the 
statute.^. For the government to sell 
to consumers of food at a price be­ 
low the supp«)rt price fixed by the 
government would be to defeat the 
whole 
purpi)se 
of 
price 
.support, 
which is to keep prices up. 
There is glaring anachronism in 
the whole process of government 
taking money from taxpayers, and 
then using billions of that money 
for a purpose which causes the tax­ 
payers, and everybody else, to pay 
higher prices for food than they 
would otherwise need to. 


W ASH IN G TO N , Feb. 15-Prom aU 
over the country mail Is pouring 
in on the government—the Congreis 
and the executive branch 
urging 
that some new metluwi of dealliiK 
with the Russian problem be devised. 


Undoubtedly the speech of Sena­ 
tor McMahon of Connecticut start­ 
ed the chain reaction. 
But the 
statement by Secretary of State 
Acheson that useful agreements with 
the present Russian government are 
not likely for a long, long lime has 
done 
more 
than 
anything 
else 
perhaps to stimulate the demand 
for some other apprcmch. 
A rising interest in psychological 
warfare is being manifested, with 
the suggestion that more attention 
be given to a means of reaching 
the hearts and minds of the Russian 
eopie. 
Much comment is heard 
on the importance of Increasing the 
funds appropriated by ("ongrcss for 
the “ Voice ot Am erica" and its radio 
broadcasts. 
But, outside of this, 
the exponents of an alternative U> 
the policy of "armed waiting" have 
been criticized as not being explicit. 


OuUlne Of Flan 


Here Is. therefore, the outline of 
a plan that might offer the basis 
for action, assuming that the Ameri­ 
can government really desires to 
take decisive steps Instead of drift­ 
ing aiKl waiting: 
(1) 
Formal announcement that 
the American government does not 
see much prospect of securing agree­ 
ments on world peace with th« 
present Russian government and an 
appeal to the Russian people to 
bving about either a change of gov­ 
ernment or a change of policy that 
will permit the world to reduce 
armaments and live in peace. 
(2) 
Form al announcement of the 
assembling of a group of economic 
•peclallsts, 
engineera, 
labor-unlon 
and Industrial leaders to map a 
comprehensive five-year plan of aid 
to the Russian people. 
The plan 
should Include a study of Russian 
needs of electric power, agricultural 
equipment, manufactured products, 
transportation 
improvements 
and 
communication facilities— all based 
on a dynamic system of free enter­ 
prise with cooperation and direct 
aid in the form of loans and grants 


from the governments of a group 
of 
nations including 
the 
United 
States. 
This should 
be arrom- 
panled by estlmste-i of the ultlmul« 
cont of the plan. 
The recom­ 
mendation should be broadcast to 
the RuMlan t>eopie and leaflets dis­ 
tributed so that they will reach at 
least a minority of the people. 
(3) 
A similar study of the needa 
of Poland, Czechoslovakia. Hungary, 
Bulgaria 
and 
Rumania, 
together 
with a «»nprehrnslvr presentation 
bv radio and leafleti to the jwoplea 
of the satellite countries. 
1 4 » 
A f o r m a l stu d y to b e In itiated 
by the United Nations examining 
the acts of sovereign states which 
refuse to accept or apply ^he prin­ 
ciples of international cooperation. 
This would look toward an eventual 
exclusion from the United Nations 
of any government which does not 
have the capacity or the will to 
measure up to the definition of In­ 
ternational responsibility aa set forth 
by the majority of the members of 
the United Nations assembly. 
The 
United States. Great Britain and 
France wmiid be invited to present 
the historical record of their dip­ 
lomatic Intercourse as a btsla for 
action on a resolution which would 
thereafter become the standard for 
admission of governments to or ex­ 
pulsion from the United Nations. 
Such a program should spell out th« 
freedoms and liberties of the In­ 
dividual which all governments must 
grant a s a prerequisite to continued 
membarship in the United Nation*. 
Not All-Inclusive 
The foregoing points are 
no 
means all-inclusive but they repre­ 
sent the beginnings of what ia often 
referred to as the exercise of moral 
force—an appeal to the reason of 
the 
world 
and 
the 
reason 
ot 
oppressed pixiples. 
Such a program might offer hop« 
to resistance movements behind the 
Iron Curtain and it might lead to 
change In governments or Internal 
situations that would Inflnence the 
present Russian government to alter 
its course. 
Tb apply the power of psycho­ 
logical 
penetration 
plus 
explicit 
promises of economic aid Is certainly 
worth a trial, 
Copjrrlffht. ItftO. H. V.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 15 
Some taxpayers with income of less 
than $5,000 in 1949 will want to 
make their tax returns on short 
form 1040. You can't use the .short 
form If your income was $5,000 or 
more. 
Why have short form 1040 when 
form 1040-A Is a more simplified re­ 
turn? The reason is that certain 
taxpayers with Income of less than 
15,000 aro not jiermltted to use 
1040-A and would like a return 
which is easier to fill out than long 
form 1040. 
If you received in 1949 more than 
a total of $100 income from interest, 
dividends or wages not subject to 
withholding tax, you arc not allow­ 
ed to use 1040-A. 
You arc not ijermitted to use 
1040-A if you received any Income 
from rente, royalties, a business or 
profes.slon, farming, annuities or 
dealings in securities and other 
property. 
Two classes of wage earners, who 
are allowed to use 1040-A, will want 
Instead to make their returns on 
short form 1040 or long form 1040. 
The.se two clafwes are; 
Persons with out-of-town travel 
expense.s and “ reimbursed expen.ses” 
in connection with their employ­ 
ment. They will want to deduct 
thc.sc expenses from income In order 
to make their taxes smaller. Form 
1040-A has no place to deduct ex­ 
penses. 
Others will want to know the 
amount of their taxes and estimate 
their refunds, if any, without wait­ 
ing for the collector’s notice. When 
1040-A is used as a return, the col­ 
lector figures the tax and sends a 
bill or a refund. 
On the short form you find your 
tax In the tax table on page 4 of 
form 1040. On the long form you 
figure your tax by arithmetic on 
page three of form 1040. 
If you have income from buslne.ss, 
rente, annuities and so forth, you 
may deduct the ordinary and neces­ 
sary expenses for carrying on such 
bu.sine.ss operations. The directions 
on page two or form 1040 guide you 
in making these business deductions. 
You itemize travel and “reim­ 
bursed expen.ses” on 
a separate 
sheet of paper and subtract the 
total of these expenses from total

Wearing o f any clo thing o th­ 
er than co tto n is dangero us, since 
it can generate static electricity, 
which co uld set o ff a spark, causing 
a fire o r explo sio n. 
Pro per types o f fire extinguishers, 
Pltchfo rd said, sho uld be installed 
in vario us sectio ns o f the ho spital, 
depending o n hazards o r types o f 
fires which might result.
